And to th intent that his Maicſties pleaſure expreſſed in the 


Deputy As- ſaid Charter and Letters Pattents may be the better obey- 


ed, andall the orders, ordinances, and conſtitutions, in theſe 
preſents contayned,may withour any reſpeG of perſons,con- 
niuence or parcialitic from time to time be duly executed and 
performed.1t is ordained that not onely in eucry needful place 
and places within the realme of England and dominion of 
Wales, there be from time totime clefion made of the moſt 
able and ſufficient perſons to be deputies in all remote pla- 
ces, that the Charter and ordinances may be there ducly and 
truly executed.But alſo more eſpecially inthe river of Thames, 
where there is greateſt imployment, and greateſt numbers 
of people of the ſaid Artor Miſtery are inhabiting and reſi- 
ding. 14 is likewiſe ordayned that there be for cuer fixteene 
of the moſt able, wiſe, diſcreete, and ſubſtanciall perſons 
and workemen who ſhall be called the deputic Aſſiſtants of 
the ſaid Art or Miſtery for thetime being. Of whom yearely 
vpon the feaſt of Stint Mathew the Apoſtle there ſhall be 
oper made of two tobe their Wardens and Gouernors 
for the yeare following. The ſaid deputie Aſſiſtants, taking 
their Corporall oath for the duc execution of thcir places, 
ſhall reſpeiuely endeauor themſclues to pur in execution 
within the River of Thames all the lawes and ordinances 
herein contained, and hereafrer ro be made for the com- 
mon good, weale and proffit of the ſaid Corporation, and all 
the grants, powers, and authoricics granted by the Kinges 
Maieſty to the ſaid Maſter Wardens and Cominalty.
